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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

A) In claims 19, 21 and 26, it is not clear what 'predetermined' is or how to determine it. 

B) In claims 22 and 21, the units do not correspond; dividing the velocity by 10 does not give a 
number whose units are distance units. It appears that what is meant is that the distance is the 
distance which the gas travels in 10 seconds/100 seconds/one tenth of a minute, etc. 

C) Claims 23, 24, 35 and 36 appear to contradict the magnetic-free requirement. Clarification is 
requested. 

D) In claim 29, Tine' is subjective and unclear, as is 'high' in claim 34. 

E) In claim 31, (elemental) sulfur is not a gas. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 19-22 and 25-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over UK 
'230. 

UK '230 teaches making carbon fibers from hydrocarbon gas and catalyst, the catalyst possibly 
being generated in-situ or placed in the reactor. 
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The reference does not teach doing both, however having the two claimed catalyst sources is an 
obvious expedient to assure the presence of a catalyst. Similarly, the reference teaches P and S- 
containing catalysts. Note that using two materials selected from a list of individually-taught 
items is obvious to the artisan; In re Kerkhoven 205 USPQ 1069. 

Claim 22 appears to be a matter of routine optimization of contact time, and thus is obvious.
